Decisions 

At its 510th meeting (private meeting), on 12 October 
1950, the Council decided to inform the General Assembly 
that it had been unable to agree on a recommendation 
regarding the appointment of the Secretary-General. 


At its 513th meeting (private meeting), on 21*October 
1950, the Council decided to request its five permanent 
members to hold private consultations on the matter 
and to report the result of their conversations to the 
Council not later than 24 October 1950. 

At its 515th meeting (private meeting), on 25 October 
1950, the Council decided to inform the General Assembly 
that it remained unable to agree on a recommendation. 


At its 516th meeting (private meeting), on 30 October 
1950, the Council decided to inform the General Assembly 
that it had rejected, by a vote of 7 to 1, with 3 abstentions, 
a proposal by the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
that the Council should request the Assembly to postpone 
the consideration of the item on its agenda relating to 
the appointment of the Secretary-General.
